We are pleased to sce that general atten 
tion is being directed to the important subject 
of the gubernatorial abuse of the pardon 
power. The people are awakening every- 
where to the necessity of correction.

The grand jury of Meriwether county puts 
the subject in a true light, and we qucte from 
its presentments: 

The frequent exercise of the pardoning 
power by the Executive is becoming a sub 
ject of alarming importance. The framers of 
the Constitution could not have intended, in 
conferring the power, to make the Executive 
acriminal cburt. Undersome circumstances. 
the pardoning power may be improperly ex- 
ercised. If one charged with a crime, has 
had a fair trial, in the absence of all improper 
bias on the minds of the court and jury, found 
guilty of the erime with which he stands 
charged, nothing should authorize the inter 
ference of the Executive in staying the arm | 
of the law or execution of justice in the per- 
formance of its duty, however solemn that 
duty may be. The Executive, with a skele 
ton of the testimony, ts not as well prepared 
to determine the guilt or innocence of the 
culprit as a jury under the direction of an in- 
telligent court.
